- nterpreteth inthe Reuelation) onthe Citie with ſeauen halls:

Miniſters) ſo laid opentheſkirtsof theirfilehines, thatthemoſt 
zrt of Chriſtian Princes with their people haute umbraced the 
Kee liberticof the Goſpel, and freed themſelues from her An- 
tichriſtian yoake. Whereupon Sathan(chuefe Patrone of that 
Regiment) _—_ the decaicof his Empire;the diſceedite of his 
. Vice-gerent, andthe open defamationof hisinfamousSpoule 
(the Romuth Church);thought xt hightimeto ſettoo hishelping 
hand, therather for that his kingdomedraweth ſo neereanende. 
Therefore inthe falentſtrimeof night{a fit houreforthe Prince 
of darkneſſetotakeinhanda helli{henterpriſe) he poſtedtohis - 
terreſtrial] Pallace at Rome ; whereſeating himſclfeinthe ſecret 
chamber of his Papall Vicar, heethus began: Thecare( right 
truſtie and welbeloued) of infinite thy predeceſſors, together - 
waththy approueddiligence fortheſuppreſsing of Chriſhtanve- 
 ritie, (theonelie obſtacleand hindranceof my happineſle) isto 
me noleſ{e knowen, than. graciouſlic:accepted: but thou ſeeſt 
thatnotwithſtandingall your trauells (being my deuice) as gi- 
ning indu]gences and promiſing heauen totraitrous fubicdtsfor 
thediſpatching of theirnaturall but ouraduerſe Princes, orthe 
dailie excommunicationsthundred againſt theſaid Princes, we 
 canneitherby the curſing of the one; orthe bleſcing of the other 
ſo preuaile, but that thediſciples of Luther Caluine, Beza, and 
ſuch like back-fliders fromourChurch of Belial, do openhe &c 
hourelie preach and publiſh his Almightineſſe, whoſe name 
trembletorchearſe; attributingrohim, and none bur him, all 
power to forgiue ſinne : whereby my Fab 4Gce (founded vpon 
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1 ns. ts arg ear rents is { Eaaakon, cus 
pardons, pilgrimages, arid purgatorie ſo littlefearcd, that as the 
walls of:Jericbo, ſotall our principals at this Euangelicall ſound. 
This therefore-is my will, (which may in no wite bee delaicd,) 
that ſeeing there is yer ſome hope, by reaſon cuerie Chriſtian 
Prince isnotfullie diſſwaded from our fa&tion, there be foorth= 
witha vuformeLeagueoffatall confederacie by tuch as fauour 
vs, againſt our foes; <peciallie our Arch-enemies, Elizabeth 
Queeneof England,& Henrie K ing of N auarre : T his League 
proceeding frommy ſpiriteof malzgnitie, (as a Daughter wor« 
thie noother father) would haue thee beautefie with ſome hy= 
pocriticall ſtileof ourward holineſle, and if thou iſt call itthe 
Holie League. Touching the Princes thou it-alt confeder, I need 
giue {mall inſtruions: oneliechis I charge that thou beſodain 
and circumſped to aſſemble thy Synode, among whom 1 will 
as a chiefe Compeere ſit. The Pinel had no ſooner ſaide:theſe 
words, buta Senate of ſacriligious Shauelings were aſlembled, 
and Sathanhimſelfe by the Popes high Chaire proudlie ſeated:
